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Richmond 
hotel  in 
middle  of 
battle 
over 

evictions

In  what  could  constitute  a  ma- 
jor challenge  to  City  residential 
hotel  and  rent  control  ordinances, 
owners  of  a  12 -room  Richmond 
District  residential  hotel  evicted 
tenants  from  three  units  so  the 
owners  could  move  in. 

The  move  raises  questions 
about  what  comprises  a  principal 
residence,  whether  hotel  rooms 
are  units  and  if  long-term  finan- 
cial gain  motivated  the  action  to 
evict 

Owners  Eva  Chao  and  Amy 
Chiang  served  eviction  notices  to 
claim  rooms  3,  5  and  6  a  few 
days  after  they  purchased  the  ho- 
tel on  Geary  Boulevard  at  Eighth 
Avenue  in  October  1997. 
Initially,  all  three  tenants  fought 
the  evictions  but  Chao  and 
Chiang  settled  with  two  of  them. 

Only  David  Klinck  has  con- 
tinued to  fight  the  eviction.  He 
moved  out  of  the  hotel  in  Feb- 
ruary and  filed  a  wrongful  evic- 
tion lawsuit  against  the  landlords. 

"I'm  doing  everything  I  can  to 
fight  these  people,  but  so  far 
nothing  has  worked,"  Klinck  said 
from  a  friend's  house  where  he 
sometimes  stays. 

Paul  Perdue,  an  attorney  for 
the  hotel  owners,  said  the  legal 
battle  is  about  people  trying  to 
"glom  onto  a  sexy  issue"  and  use 
legal  terms  that  do  not  apply.  He 
says  the  family  wanted  to  slightly 
improve  their  standard  of  living 
so  they  claimed  three  rooms,  one 
bedroom  for  each  and  the  third  as 
shared  living  space. 

The  owners'  right  to  claim  the 
third  unit  and  use  it  as  something 
other  than  a  bedroom,  is  a  matter 
of  legal  interpretation.  Klinck 
and  his  attorney,  Donna 
DeMatteo,  argue  the  owners  are 
removing  the  room  in  the  resi- 
dential hotel  from  the  market, 
which  might  violate  the  City's 
residential  hotel  ordinance. 

The  hotel  ordinance  stipulates 
that  owners  of  low- income  resi- 
dential hotels  cannot  evict  ten- 
ants in  order  to  convert  their 
units  into  nightly  or  weekly 
tourist  rooms,  effectively  increas-

Feds  issue  scathing  report  on  mayor's  office 

HUD  threatens  to  withhold  future  funding  unless  MOCD  complies  with  federal  laws

The  City  stands  at  risk  of  los- 
ing federal  funding  for 
redevelopment  projects  unless  it 
corrects  serious  deficiencies  in 
the  mayor's  office. 

The  threatened  loss  of  funding 
comes  in  a  scathing  report  sent 
by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development 
to  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Community  Development  in  ear- 


ly June.  In  a  letter  to  MOCD, 
which  is  responsible  for  oversee- 
ing millions  in  federal  funds*  it 
was  pointed  out  that  the  mayor's 
office  is  in  non-compliance  with 
federal  law  on  three  counts.  If  the 
deficiencies  are  not  corrected, 
federal  funding  for  future  rede- 
velopment projects  could  be 
nixed. 

In  an  effort  to  gain  control  at 
MOCD,  SF  Mayor  Willie  Brown 
is  scrambling  to  hire  the  agency's 
third  director  since  taking  office 
two-and-a-half-years  ago  and 
MOCD  staff  members  are  rush- 


ing to  pull  together  documenta- 
tion to  bring  loan  recipients  into 
compliance  with  federal  regula- 
tions. 

MOCD  is  the  City  agency  re- 
sponsible for  developing  strate- 
gies for  the  housing,  community 
development  and  emergency 
shelter  needs  of  low-income  San 
Franciscans.  It  operates  with  a 
$41  million  annual  budget  that 
comes  from  HUD.  As  part  of  its 
revitalization  effort,  MOCD  op- 
erates a  neighborhood  business 
loan  program. 

In  late  1995,  MOCD  received 


Bar  owners  resent  smoking  ban; 
unwanted  government  intrusion

Whether  its  the  decrease  in 
business,  the  hassle  of  having  to 
monitor  customers  or  the  feeling 
they  are  violating  people's  rights, 
bar  owners  and  employees  in  the 
Richmond  District  feel  burnt  by 
the  state's  ban  on  smoking. 

The  state  law,  which  went  into 
effect  Jan.  1,  requires  bar  owners 
to  remove  ashtrays,  post  a  no 
smoking  sign  and  ask  patrons  to 
put  out  their  cigarettes  and 
cigars. 

Since  its  introduction,  416 
bars  in  San  Francisco  have  had 
complaints  filed  against  them 


and,  as  of  presstime,  six  have 
been  given  $76  citations. 

Senior  Environmental  Health 
Inspector  Tom  Rivard  said  in- 
spectors from  the  SF  Health 
Department  arc  assigned  to 
check  all  the  bars  in  the  City 
twice  a  year  during  the  daytime 
hours  of  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 

"First-lime  offenders  are  is- 
sued a  $76  fine,"  he  said.  "The 
second  offense  is  $200  and  the 
third  or  any  fine  thereafter  is 
$500." 

Because  some  tavern  owners 
have  noticed  a  downturn  in  rev- 
enues due  to  the  smoking  ban, 
they  are  taking  their  chances  by 


continuing  to  allow  patrons  to 
smoke,  unless  someone  lodges  a 
complaint 

Rivard  said  the  City's  ability 
to  enforce  the  law  is  mediocre  at 
best. 

"It  is  difficult  to  enforce  a  law 
where  the  responsibility  of  the 
owner  is  very  low,"  he  said.  'The 
way  it  is  structured  makes  it  hard 
to  get  complete  compliance.  The 
public  has  to  want  to  obey  the 
law.  We  need  stronger  legislation 
to  make  this  law  more  enforce- 
able."

the  first  $10  million  draw  on  a 
$50  million  allocation  of  federal 
Section  108  funds  from  HUD  for 
local  business  loans.  Section  108 
loans,  as  well  as  smaller  loans 
made  with  federal  grants,  are 
available  to  businesses  which 
meet  federal  criteria  by  creating 
jobs  for  low-to-moderate  income 
residents  in  neighborhoods  desig- 
nated as  Enterprise  Commun- 
ities. Areas  of  the  City  that  are 
located  in  Enterprise 
Communities  include  the 
Bayview/Hunters  Point,  Mission, 
South  of  Market,  Tenderloin  and 
Visitacion  Valley  neighborhoods. 

To  date,  MOCD  has  made 
eight  loans,  totaling  approxi- 
mately $6.2  million,  using 
Section  108  funds.  MOCD 
records  reveal  that  four  of  these 
loans  were  made  to  businesses 
located  in  Enterprise 
Communities. 

In  mid-December,  Brown  shut 
down  all  MOCD  loan  programs 
because  of  what  he  called  an 
"imprudent  repayment  process." 
The  loan  programs  reopened  in 
June  with  new  criteria  for  loan 
packagers  and  loan  recipients. 

In  1995,  a  year  before  Brown 
took  office,  a  comprehensive 
evaluation  of  the  City's  business 
loan  program  prepared  for  the 
San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Commission  revealed  serious  de-

Richmond  residents  recently 
voiced  their  ideas  and  concerns 
at  a  community  workshop  de- 
signed to  give  the  public  an  op- 
portunity to  have  input  on  long- 
term  goals  for  the  City's  parks. 

The  June  3  workshop  was  the 
first  step  in  a  year-long  assess- 
ment project  by  the  SF 
Recreation  and  Park  Department 
which  is  evaluating  park  facili- 
ties, playing  fields,  recreation 
centers,  swimming  pools  and 
open  spaces. 

The  City's  goal  is  to  decide 
which  buildings  need  to  be  reno- 
vated or  torn  down  and  to  ana- 
lyze the  demographic  needs  of 
the  parks.  The  study  will  also  in- 
clude maintenance  recommenda- 
tions and  determine  what  types 
of  facilities  Rec  and  Park  should 
build  in  the  future. 

About  130  Richmond  park- 
goers  filed  into  the  SF  County 
Fair  building  at  Ninth  Avenue 
and  Lincoln  Way,  where  they  en- 
joyed catered  food  and  super- 
vised child  care  for  a  large  group 
of  children  who  participated  in 
the  workshop. 

Translators  in  American  Sign 
Language,  Cantonese  and 
Russian  were  available  for  those 
who  needed  assistance. 
Workshop  organizers  also  pro- 
vided large-print  agendas  and 
printed  materials  in  English, 
Spanish  and  Chinese. 

"We  really  are  trying  to  get  in- 
put from  everyone,"  said 
Josephine  Shaw,  who  hosted  the 
event.  "For  Jhe  j)eople  who 
~  couldn't 'cjunejaui  lonjgWrTwejirc 
going  to  go  to  them." 

Hiking  areas,  dog  walks,  and 
preserving  natural  areas  generat- 
ed the  most  enthusiasm  from  the 
crowd.  Other  popular  suggestions 
included;  separate  toddler  areas, 
water  play  facilities,  horseshoes, 
teen  activities  and  walking  after 
dark. 

A  dog  lover  said  she  was  sat- 
isfied with  opportunities  for  dogs 
in  the  "wild  west"  end  of  Golden 
Gate  park,  between  the  windmills 
behind  the  Beach  Chalet  on 
Great  Highway,  but  pointed  out 
some  of  the  downsides  walking 
in  that  area  of  the  park. 

"The  'cruising'  - 1  don't  know 
what  else  you'd  call  it  -  is  dis- 
concerting," said  Jocelyn  Kane,  a 
member  of  SF  DOG  (a  dog  own- 
ers group).  "And  there  aren't  a  lot 
of  trash  cans  so  you  have  to  carry 
poop  around  with  you,  but  it's 
uncrowded  out  there.  It's  pretty 
great." 

Cruising  is  one  term  that  resi- 
dents use  to  describe  the  gather- 
ing of  people  who  exchange  sex- 
ual encounters  behind  the  bushes 
in  that  area.  The  problem  has  ex- 


isted for  years  and  citizens  have 
complained  about  the  lack  of  law 
enforcement  to  stop  the  behavior. 

Enforcement  concerns,  which 
fall  under  police  jurisdiction  and 
not  Rec  and  Park  responsibilities, 
were  also  addressed  at  the  meet- 
ing. SF  Police  Officer  Joel 
Engler,  whose  beat  includes 
Richmond  parks,  mingled  among 
participants  and  heard  their  indi- 
vidual concerns. 

Rec  and  Park  General 
Manager  Joel  Robinson  also  lis- 
tened to  residents  who  lined  up 
for  a  three-minute  private  audi- 
ence with  him.  This  was  the 
most  popular  station  at  the  out- 
set, with  about  30  people  rushing 
into  line. 

'They  look  at  recreation  pro- 
grams as  an  essential  part  of  their 
kids'  lives,"  Robinson  said,  "and 
they  want  to  see  more  of  it"  He 
heard  requests  for  more  staffing, 
updated  and  cleaner  bathrooms 
and  summer  activities  for  kids  of 
all  ages.  He  also  received  support 
for  directors  who  staff  individual 
parks  and  run  programs. 


Several  children  who  use 
Rochambeau  Playground,  on 
24th  Avenue  between  Lake  and 
California  streets,  expressed  ap- 
preciation for  the  staff  and  noted 
changes  that  should  occur  at  their 
playground. 

"Hi.  My  name  is  Michael 
Stesin,"  one  boy  said.  "First,  I 
want  more  activities  and  sports 
teams.  Second,  I  want  to  see  the 
clubhouse  in  better  condition  and 
please  fix  the  potty  room." 

Rec  and  Park  provides  about 
30  activities  at  City  parks  and 
recreation  centers,  including  after 
school  programs,  sports  teams, 
tiny  tots  and  classes  in  cooking, 
drama,  video,  ceramics  and  mar- 
tial arts. 

Organizer  Kerry  Enright  em- 
phasized that  the  June  meeting 
was  the  first  of  several  opportuni- 
ties for  Richmond  residents  to 
share  their  visions. 

"If  they  didn't  make  it  to  the 
meeting,  there  will  be  plenty  of 
opportunity,"  she  said.  "We'll  be 
trying  to  reach  them  all  summer." 


Fire  Dept.;  paramedic 
response  times  improve 


Fire  department  representa- 
tives recently  reported  dramatic 
improvements  in  the  paramedic 
response  limes  for  emergencies 
in  the  Richmond  and  Sunset 
Districts. 

Capt.  Phil  Harvey,  an  ambu- 
lance paramedic  now  working 
with  the.  Jj>tq  _4ep.ar.iroentA  said 
emergency  ambuLajifq^eiicQ^ 
times  have  improved  since  the 
fire  department  took  over  the  ser- 
vice from  the  SF  Department  of 
Public  Health  in  July  1997. 

"Ambulances  are  now  located 
in  the  firehouses,  instead  of  being 
dispatched  from  SF  General 
Hospital,"  Harvey  told  westside 
residents  at  a  meeting  in  the 
Sunset  District  in  May. 

He  said  response  times  to  the 
outer  Richmond  and  Sunset 
Districts  were  longer  compared 
to  downtown  and  the  Mission 
District  areas  before  the  reorgani- 
zation. But  now  ambulances  are 
stationed  at  firehouses  in  and 
around  the  Richmond  and  Sunset 
Districts. 

Glenn  Schuldt,  a  paramedic 
and  firelighter  with  the  SF  Fire 
Department,  said  reorganizing 
the  ambulances  has  led  to  a  20  to 
30  percent  faster  response  time 
throughout  the  City. 

A  call  to  Irving  Street  at  45th 
Avenue,  for  example,  used  to 
lake  eight  to  12  minutes.  Now  it 
lakes  less  than  six  minutes,  he 
said,  which  can  make  a  crucial 
difference  during  a  medical 


emergency. 

Schuldt  said  that  as  part  of  the 
lire  and  health  department  merg- 
er, the  fire  department  plans  to 
have  250  of  its  1,500  firefighters 
(rained  as  paramedics  within  the 
next  few  years.  There  are  cur- 
rently eight  firefighters,  including 
Schuldt,  who  have  already  gone 
through  training.  The  process, 
which  takes  about  almost  two 
years  to  complete,  requires  five 
months  of  class  work,  three 
months  of  field  work  and  500 
hours  as  an  intern.

Arguello  bike

Parking  and  traffic  commission- 
ers are  slated  to  decide  the  fate  of 
the  proposal  on  July  18. 

The  Arguello  traffic  change  is 
one  of  10  being  considered  by 
the  commission  as  part  of  the  SF 
Bicycle  Route  Network.

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Argonne  Nursery  to  be  City's  first  solar-powered  school 


The  Argonne  Community 
Garden,  located  between  15th 
and  16th  avenues  and  Cabrillo 
and  Fulton  street,  kicked-off  its 
fund  raising  campaign  in  June  to 
help  support  the  construction  of 
San  Francisco's  first  solar  pow- 
ered school. 

The  Summer  Solstice  Cele- 
bration took  place  at  the  Argonne 
Community  Garden  and  Argonne 
Nursery  School  site,  which  the 
two  institutions  have  shared  for 
more  than  20  years. 

The  public  was  invited  to  cel- 
ebrate the  solstice,  see  the  archi- 
tectural designs  and  models  of 
the  new  Argonne  Child 
Development  Center  (formerly 
called  Argonne  Nursery  School) 
and  learn  about  solar  powered 
collectors. 

The  SF  Unified  School 
District  has  set  a  precedent  by 
supporting  a  solar  powered 
school  building  in  San  Francisco. 
However,  due  to  public  funding 
cuts,  private  funding  of  an  addi- 
tional $100,000  to  $125,000  will 
be  necessary  to  complete  the  pro- 
ject. Ground-breaking  is  sched- 
uled for  Jan.  1, 1999. 

Since  the  school  district  ap- 
proved the  rebuilding  of  the  child 
development  center,  450 
Architects,  a  San  Francisco  based 
firm  with  an  environmentally- 
friendly  design  philosophy,  has 
been  working  closely  with 
Argonne  Community  Garden  to 
create  an  energy-efficient  solar 
powered  system. 

The  system  will  use 
Photovoltaic  (PV)  collectors, 
which  are  solid-state  semicon- 
ductor devices,  to  convert  sun- 
light direcUy  into  electricity.  The 
system  will  save  taxpayers  mon- 
ey, even  when  class  is  not  in  ses- 
sion, by  offsetting  the  district's 
utility  expense.

The  architect's  plans  promote 
a  strong  interaction  between  in- 
door and  outdoor  activities.  They 
incorporate  the  surrounding  gar- 
dens and  support  an  academic 
and  environmental  partnership. 

Argonne  Community  Garden 
representatives  say  they  are  excit- 
ed to  be  involved  in  a  project 
which  will  create  a  facility  that 
will  have  a  long-term  impact  on 
the  environment 

"Many  people  feel  powerless 
to  make  positive  environmental 
changes,"  said  Edward  Dierauf, 
president  of  the  Argonne 
Community  Garden.  'The  solar 
powered  Argonne  Child 
Development  Center  project 
proves  that  people  can  make  a 
difference  in  their  own  back- 
yards, their  own  neighborhoods 
and  communities." 

The  garden  has  90  plots,  fruit 
trees  and  a  domed  greenhouse. 
Community  members,  acting  as 
stewards  of  the  land,  pay  a  yearly 
rental  fee  to  grow  flowers,  veg- 
etables and  fruit  without  the  use 
of  pesticides  or  chemicals.  Ten 
plots  are  dedicated  to  neighbor- 
hood schools  and  homeless 
kitchens. 

In  1995,  the  SF  Unified 
School  District  announced  that 
Argonne  Nursery  School  would

close,  making  the  fate  of  the  gar- 
den uncertain.  A  major  event  was 
held  at  the  garden  in  September 
of  that  year  to  focus  the  public's 
attention  on  the  situation. 
Signatures  were  collected  on  pe- 
titions and  parents  of  children  at 
the  nursery  school  rallied  to  gath- 
er support  from  local  govern- 
ment. Speakers  included  then- 
Mayor  Frank  Jordan,  mayoral 
candidate  Willie  Brown,  Senator 
Milton  Marks,  Supervisor 
Barbara  Kaufman  and  SFUSD 
board  member  Steve  Phillips. 
Shortly  after,  SFUSD  decided  to 
rebuild  the  nursery  school  and 
save  the  garden. 

The  Argonne  Community 
Garden  started  in  1975  when  the 
SFUSD  issued  a  permit  to  use 
vacant  land  surrounding  the 
Argonne  Nursery  School  for 


growing  vegetables  and  flowers. 
Mary  Ann  Crandell  was  the  first 
garden  coordinator  and  one  of  a 
dozen  gardeners  funded  by  the 
federal  government  to  start  com- 
munity and  school  gardens  in 
San  Francisco. 


In  1977,  a  Community  Block 
Development  Grant  allowed  the 
addition  of  a  fence,  watering  sys- 
tems, tool  shed,  dome  green- 
house and  community  orchard.  In 
1980,  the  program  lost  its  fund- 
ing and  several  gardeners  worked 
as  volunteers  until  the  city-wide 
community  garden  umbrella  or- 
ganization, San  Francisco 
League  of  Urban  Gardeners, 
stepped  in. 

The  Argonne  Community 
Garden  is  one  of  30  San 
Francisco  community  gardens 
that  continue  today  under  the 
leadership  of  dedicated 
volunteers  with  guidance  from 
SLUG.

ing  revenues  from  $100  per 
month  to  $100  per  night,  accord- 
ing to  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Andrew  Schwartz. 

What  is  different  about  the 
Geary  Boulevard  case  is  that  the 
owners  are  apparently  not  trying 
to  convert  the  rooms  to  tourist 
use,  but  want  to  occupy  the 
rooms  themselves,  Schwartz 
said. 

"As  long  as  they  don't  rent  the 
units  on  a  nightly  basis  they  are 
not  violating  the  residential  hotel 
ordinance,  assuming  that  all  they 
want  to  do  is  use  them  for  their 
own  dwelling,"  Schwartz  said. 

City  ordinances  deem  it  law- 
ful for  an  owner  to  evict  one  ten- 
ant in  order  to  use  that  unit  as  a 
principal  residence  and  so  far  the 
municipal  court  has  upheld 
Qiao's  and  Chiang's  claiming  of 
the  three  rooms. ' 

"The  sticking  point  for  the 
judge  was  that  there  is  insuffi- 
cient case  law  to  determine 
whether  a  'principal  residence'  is 
limited  to  just  one  room,"  ex- 
plained DeMatteo,  Klinck's  at- 
torney. 

Perdue  maintains  that  his 
clients  absolutely  have  the  right 
to  live  at  least  as  well  as  their 
tenants  do. 


"Another  tenant  in  the  build- 
ing was  using  more  than  one 
room.  If  a  tenant  can  occupy 
more  than  one  room,  why  can't 
the  owner?"  Perdue  said.  "Are 
we  saying  tenants  have  more 
rights  than  owners." 

However,  Klinck's  attorney 
sees  it  differently. 

"Once  they  demanded  posses- 
sion of  one  unit,  that's  all  they 
were  entitled  to  under  the  law," 
DeMatteo  argues.  "Do  tenants 
have  more  rights?  No,  they  don't 
have  more  rights,"  she  said.  "The 
landlords  could  choose  to  owner- 
occupy  something  that  more  con- 
formed to  what  their  needs 
were." 

Perdue  says  there  is  another 
unanswered  question  that  would 
affect  the  application  of  housing 
ordinances  in  the  City:  whether 
the  hotel's  rooms  are  units  at  all. 

"The  word  unit  is  misleading 
because  the  conventional  idea  of 
a  unit  is  something  that  has  some 
sort  of  living  room  and  a  bath- 
room," Perdue  said.  "Even  a  stu- 
dio has  some  type  of  living  space 
and  kitchen.  These  don't." 

Tim  Lee,  a  Tenderloin 
Housing  Clinic  advocate  who  is 
not  involved  in  the  Geary  hotel 
case,  says  the  rooms  are  units. 
"Each  of  the  so-called  rooms  is  a 
unit.  If  they  are  rented  out  sepa-

The  site,  located  on  the 
Internet  at  www.richmondsf.org, 
has  information  concerning  the 
district's  various  groups,  city  of- 
fices, calendar  of  events  informa- 
tion and  Richmond  District 
Police  Station  informauon.

All  of  the  work  done  on  the 
site,  to  date,  has  been  performed 
by  volunteers,  including  Judith 
Nelson,  who  is  one  of  the  origi- 
nal movers  and  shakers  for  the 
project.  Students  of  Barry 
Levine's  computer  class  at  San 
Francisco  State  University  also 
contributed  to  the  design  and  de- 
velopment of  the  site. 


According  to  Nelson,  a  stabb 
funding  source  is  being  sought  to 
pay  for  a  "webmaster"  to  monitor 
and  update  the  website. 

But  until  that  happens,  much 
of  the  work  canng  for  the  web- 
site Will  be  performed  "by  flu- 
dents  at  George  Washington 
High  School,  where  the 
Richmond  Beacon  Center  is  lo- 
cated. Students  at  Washington 
have  to  perform  community  ser- 
vice to  graduate,  and  working  on 
the  site  will  count  toward  fulfill- 
ing that  requirement 

She  says  the  mission  of  the 
web  site  is  to  "recreate  the  vil- 
lage, "  and  make  it  easier  for 
working  people  to  take  care  of 
the  neighborhood. 

The  website's  server  is  being 
housed  at  Ml.  Lake  Software's 
Lake  Street  site.  Mark  Richer, 
owner  of  the  business,  is  also  an 
advisor  to  the  website  project. 


rately,  they're  units,"  he  said. 

According  to  Klinck's  attor- 
ney, they  constitute  the  precise 
definition  of  a  unit,  according  to 
City  law. 

'They  are  called  apartments 
on  the  client's  lease  agreement " 
DcMaueo  said,  "and  they  are  de- 
fined as  units  on  the  residential 
hotel  conversion  ordinance  and 
the  rent  control  ordinance. 
They're  units." 

Underlying  the  current  legal 
fight,  and  largely  motivating 
Klinck's  persistence,  remains  the 
suspicion  that  Chao  and  Chiang 
are  covertly  trying  to  regain  pos- 
session of  the  rental  units  that 
generate  the  least  amount  of  rent, 
occupy  them  for  one  year  to  sat- 
isfy owner  move-in  laws  and 
then  rent  them  at  higher  rates. 
Klinck  said  he  wonders  how  the 
owners  chose  the  three  units  in 
question  because  they  do  not  ad- 
join. He  said  one  thing  the  rooms 
do  share  is  that  they  used  to 
house  the  longest-term  tenants 
that  were  paying  the  lowest  rents. 

Chao  and  Chiang  declined  to 
be  interviewed. 

The  questions  raised  by  this 
case  could  prove  significant  be- 
cause it  tests  the  definition  of  a 
principal  residence.  The  out- 
come, although  it  only  deals  with 
one  building  and  three  tenants, 
could  exacerbate  a  low-income 
housing  shortage  in  San 
Francisco.  Perdue  and  DeMatteo 
agree  the  housing  situation  in  the 
Richmond  and  Sunset  districts  is 
extremely  tight. 

Klinck  lives  alternately  with 
his  mother  and  friends  in  Novato. 
Before  all  of  this  happened,  he 
says  he  had  saved  enough  money 
to  move  into  a  better  apartment. 
Now,  the  San  .Francisco  cab  driv- 
er says  he  has  spent  his  savings 
trying  to  fight  the  new  owners  of 
the  building  where  he  lived  for 
12  years  and  he  is  not  sure  what 
he  is  fighting  for  anymore,  other 
than  "to  keep  them  from  getting 
away  with  it."  He  does  not  know 
what  he  is  going  to  do  when  the 
fight  is  finally  over. 

"One  thing  I  know,"  Klinck 
said,  "is  that  (the  owners) 
weren't  expecting  this.  We're  just 
tenants  in  a  residential  hotel. 
They  didn't  expect  us  to  have 
saved  money  (for  a  legal  fight). 
But  I  had." 

His  wrongful  eviction  lawsuit 
against  the  owners  is  pending.

The  goal  of  the  team  is  to 
identify  and  arrest  (with  zero  tol- 
erance) anyone  possessing  or 
selling  illegal  fireworks.

If  you  see  or  hear  of 
anyone  storing  or  selling  illegal 
fireworks,  please  contact  us.  If 
you  do  not  want  to  be  identified, 
we  have  even  installed  an 
"anonymous  tip"  phone  line  at 
the  station.

These  include,  and  are  not 
limited  to,  sparklers,  popping  de- 
vices, snakes,  tanks  and  any  oth- 
er type  of  ignitable/explosive 
fireworks. 

Even  these  "safe"  types  have 
been  responsible  for  numerous 
injuries  and  fires  in  past  years. 
Let's  make  every  effort  to  ensure 
that  this  Fourth  of  July  season  is 
a  happy  and  safe  one  for  all! 

Here  are  some  hints  for  han- 
dling legal  fireworks. 

1.  Absolutely  no  smoking 
around  fireworks: 

2.  Keep  all  sources  of  ignition 
away. 

3.  Do  not  drop  or  slide  cartons 
of  fireworks. 

4.  Do  not  expose  fireworks  to 
high  temperatures. 

5.  Make  sure  tools  used  to 
open  cartons  (knives,  razors,  etc.) 
are  free  of  any  powder  residue. 

6.  Wipe  up  any  powder 


residue  from  the  floor  and 
boxes  using  a  damp  cloth. 

7.  Do  not  store  fire- 
works in  vehicle  trunks  for 
longer  than  it  takes  to 
transport  from  the  scene  to 
the  processing  area. 

8.  Remember  that  heat, 
shock,  friction  or  sparks, 

even  static  electric  sparks,  can 
light  the  flash  powder  in  fire- 
works. Cotton  clothing  is  recom- 
mended. Do  not  wear  nylon, 
polyester  or  rayon  type  clothing 
when  handling  fireworks  as  they 
are  static  producing. 

9.  Keep  a  fire  extinguisher  im- 
mediately accessible. 

10.  In  the  event  of  a  fire: 

If  a  small  fire  cannot  be  in- 
stantly be  extinguished,  evacu- 
ate! Do  not  attempt  to  fight  an  in- 
volved fireworks  fire.

Violence:  Exer- 
tion of  mental,  emo- 
tional or  physical 
duress  so  as  to  injure  or  abuse; 
intense,  turbulent  or  furious  ex- 
pression of  feeling,  often  result- 
ing in  destructive  action  or  force. 

How  ironic  that  these  two 
words  are  often  heard  in  combi- 
nation -  that  the  home,  a  place  of 
supposed  repose  and  tranquillity, 
instead  can  be  a  place  of  fear  and 
dread. 

Domestic  violence  is  the  most 
underreported  crime  in  the 
United  States.  An  estimated  28 
percent  of  women  seen  in  health 
clinics  have  been  battered  at 
some  time  in  their  lives.  Between 
25  to  35  percent  of  women  seek- 
ing emergency  care  for  injuries 
are  victims  of  domestic  violence. 
Among  pregnant  women,  20  to 
25  percent  are  estimated  to  be  in 
a  battering  relationship. 

But  not  all  victims  of  domes- 
tic violence  are  women;  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Justice  reports 
that  five  percent  of  assaults  on 
spouses  or  ex-spouses  are  com- 
mitted by  women  against  men. 
Further,  domestic  violence  is 
found  not  only  in  heterosexual 
relationships,  but  in  same-sex 
partnerships  as  well. 

While  people  in  the  medical

profession  are  playing  a  more  ac- 
tive role  fn  trying  to  detect  vic- 
tims of  domestic  violence,  the 
victim's  family  and  friends  are 
often  in  the  best  position  to  pro- 
vide help. 

How  do  you  recognize 
signs  of  abuse? 

Many  people  picture  victims 
of  domestic  violence  as  women 
with  injuries  to  the  face,  but  most 
of  the  lime,  the  physical  injuries 
aren't  even  visible  because  the 
abuser  doesn't  want  to  draw  at- 
tention to  the  problem.  One  red 
flag  to  watch  for  is  women  who 
complain  frequently  of 
headaches.  Chronic,  suspicious 
injuries  to  the  back,  chest,  neck 
and  scalp  are  also  telltale  signs. 

Abuse  can  take  other  forms 
besides  physical  violence,  such 
as  sexual  or  psychological  abuse. 

People  who  are  victims  of 
abuse  usually  don't  admit  it  read- 
ily on  their  own.  They  may  be 
too  embarrassed  or  ashamed  to 
ask  for  the  help  that  they  so  des- 
perately need.  Sometimes  a  lan- 
guage barrier  or  cultural  differ- 
ences may  complicate  things,  as 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  domes- 
tic violence  is  even  more  under- 


reported  among 
Asian-Americans. 

When  you  suspect 
the  person  has  experi- 
enced an  incident  of 
domestic  violence, 
carefully  comment 
about  any  apparent 
signs  of  physical  or 
emotional  stress.  Listen  to  the 
person's  response  without  judg- 
ing. 

Let  the  victim  know  that  you 
care,  and  offer  to  provide  assis- 
tance in  obtaining  the  names  and 
phone  numbers  of  organizations 
such  as  shelters,  family  aid  agen- 
cies, family  counselors,  thera- 
pists or  crisis  hotlines.  Provide 
reassurance  that  the  victim  is  not 
responsible  for  the  abuse,  and 
that  violence  is  never  acceptable. 

It  is  important  that  you  pro- 
ceed cautiously  in  offering  assis- 
tance to  a  victim  of  domestic  vio- 
lence and  not  push  the  issue.  For 
various  reasons,  not  all  victims 
are  receptive  to  changing  their 
situations. 

The  best  thing  you  can  do  is 
to  be  a  true  friend  and  express 
your  concern  for  the  victim's 
safety.  Then  make  sure  the  victim 
is  aware  that  you  are  available 
whenever  needed.  You  can  make 
a  difference  in  someone's  life.

In  the  heart  of  Clement 
Street's  Chinatown,  amongst  the 
dim-sum  and  Thai  restaurants, 
there  is  a  company  leading  the 
way  to  the  21st  century. 

Gamespot  is  a  "hot"  internet 
website  for  computer  and  video 
game  aficionados  which  was  co- 
founded  by  Vince  Broady  along 
with  Pete  Deemer  and  Jonathan 
Epstein.  The  company  employs 
50  people. 

"What  we  do  is  we  provide  in- 
formation about  games.  We  re- 
view games,  preview  games,  we 
write  about  news  from  the  gam- 
ing industry,  we  tell  you  how  to 
beat  games,"  Broady  said.  "We

"It's  like  20  magazine  issues  a 
month  that  you  publish,"  said 
Broady.  "Every  day  our  maga- 
zine is  updated.  I  spend  about 
three  hours  a  day  playing  the 
games,  and  the  rest  of  the  time 
working  on  the  site."

then  posted  on  the  website  to 
augment  the  reviews  of 
Gamespot  employees. 

When  you  walk  in  the  door, 
the  first  thing  you  see  is  a  recep- 
tionist sitting  behind  a  long  desk. 
There  are  few  other  signs  of  ac- 
tivity. 

Moving  further  into  the  store, 
one  begins  to  appreciate  the  com- 
plexity of  maintaining  a  web-site. 
Moving  from  room  to  room,  vari- 
ous employees  are  huddled  over 
flickering  screens,  either  playing 
the  games,  writing  or  creating 
graphics  for  the  web-site  or  oper- 
ating the  equipment  needed  to 
get  it  all  out  there  into  cyber- 
space. 

At  the  very  back  of  the  lower 
level  in  the  building,  is  a  spiral 
staircase.  Ascending  to  the  upper 
level,  one  discovers  room  after 
dimly-lit  room,  where  all  eyes 
are  on  the  nebulous  world  of  the 
internet. 

While  the  employees  of 
Gamespot  come  from  a  variety  of 
backgrounds,  from  young  people 
just  out  of  high  school  to  others 
with  advanced  degrees,  they  all 
have  one  thing  in  common:  a 
passion  for  working  with  com- 
puter games  and  the  Internet. 

"We  get  tons  of  applications 
from  people  who  want  to  work 
here,  but  unless  they've  done 
something  on  the  web,  if  they're 
not  passionate  enough  to  have 
created  something,  even  if  it's 
their  own  little  website,  their  ap- 
plications just  go  out  the  win- 
dow," Broady  said. 

For  individuals  who  want  to 
set  up  commercial  web-sites  of 
their  own,  Broady  has  the  follow- 
ing advice:  'Two  years  ago,  three 
:guys  and  an  idea,  could  start 
'something  and  make  it  work.  I 
think  it  would  be  much  harder  to

do  that  today  in  any  category 
that's  already  established." 

He  feels  that  many  more  peo- 
ple can  be  reached  through  a 
web-site  than  through  compara- 
ble print  media.  Computer 
Gaming  World,  a  conventional 
magazine,  has  a  monthly  circula- 
tion of  300,000,  while  Gamespot 
has  about  1.8  million  users  a 
month. 

Although  Broady  doesn't 
think  Clement  Street  will  become 
a  new  media  gulch,  he  thinks  it 
has  advantages  over  the  South  of 
Market  District. 

"This  is  a  neighborhood  that 
people  feel  really  safe  in  at 
night,"  said  Broady.  "We  have  a 
lot  of  really  late  hours  -  the  first 
year  it  was  virtually  round  the 
clock. There  are  bars  and  restau- 
rants, where  employees  can  go 
and  unwind  within  walking  dis- 
tance." 


Another  advantage  is  the  low- 
er rents.  Gamespot  acquired  its 
current  location,  formerly  a  trav- 
el agency,  for  substantially  less 
than  less  attractive  properties  in 
the  South  of  Market  area. 

Broady  says  the  company 
brings  business  to  local  mer- 
chants. 

"There  are  more  than  50  em- 
ployees, and  they  all  have  to  have 
their  lunch  and  coffee  some- 
where." He  added  that  the  com- 
pany often  uses  local  restaurants 
such  as  Java,  a  nearby  Indonesian 
restaurant,  for  business  confer- 
ences.

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Friendship  Line  is  a  lifesaver 
for  disenfranchised  seniors

"One  of  the  greatest  lessons 
the  Friendship  Line  has  taught 
me  is  that  I'm  never  as  helpless 
as  I  think  I  am.  As  long  as  I  can 
make  a  telephone  call,  I'm  not 
alone,"  said  Lucy  Isenberg. 

Isenbcrg,  who  recently  turned 
80,  first  availed  herself  of  the  ser- 
vices provided  by  The  Friendship 
Line  15  years  ago. 

"I  moved  up  to  San  Francisco 
from  Los  Angeles  after  my  hus- 
band passed  away,"  she  ex- 
plained. "A  few  months  later  I 
found  myself  bed-ridden  with  the 
worst  flu  I'd  ever  experienced. 
I'd  never  felt  so  helpless  and 
lonely  in  my  life.  My  son  had 
given  me  a  list  of  resources  for 
seniors  when  I'd  first  moved  up 
here,  and  I  decided  I'd  better  put 
one  of  them  to  use.  I  liked  the 
name  -  The  Friendship  Line  -  and 
gave  them  a  call.  I've  never  felt 
alone  since." 

That's  just  the  sort  of  testimo- 
nial Dr.  Patrick  Arbore,  founder 
of  The  Friendship  Line  and  di- 
rector of  the  Center  for  Elderly 
Suicide  Prevention  and  Grief 

"What  we  try 
to  do  is  offer 
a  transfusion 
of  hope."

Related  Services,  hopes  will 
come  from'  people  who  make  use 
of  the  service. 

Begun  by  Arbore  in  1973,  the 
Friendship  Line  has  always  con- 
ducted business  from  offices  in 
the  Richmond  District. 
Originally  part  of  the  San 
Francisco  Suicide  Prevention 
hotline,  the  two  services  shared 
offices  on  Geary  Boulevard  until 
the  hotline  relocated  out  of  the 
neighborhood  four  years  ago.  At 
that  time,  the  Friendship  Line 
moved  its  offices  two  blocks  up 
the  street  to  3330  Geary  Blvd. 

The  Center  for  Elderly 
Suicide  Prevention  provides  ser- 
vices 24  hours  a  day,  365  days  a 
year,  and  is  the  first  program  in 
the  United  States  whose  mission 
is  to  reduce  older  adult  suicides. 

"Tragically,  people  over  60 
have  the  highest  suicide  rate  of 
any  age  group  in  this  country  " 
Dr.  Arbore  stated.  "An  older 
adult  commits  suicide  in 
America  every  83  minutes." 

The  decision  to  take  their  own 
lives  can  stem  from  a  host  of 
sources  -  isolation,  depression, 
hopelessness,  bereavement  -  but 
more  often  comes  from  feeling 
useless  and  unwanted  in  our 
youth-obsessed  society. 

The  Friendship  Line,  which 
serves  the  entire  Bay  Area  and 
handles  upwards  of  2,300  calls  a 
month  (with  assistance  available 
to  Mandarin  and  Cantonese- 
speaking  seniors),  is  designed 
more  as  an  outreach  program 
than  a  suicide  prevention  line. 
Among  other  services,  the  line 
provides  daily  phone  check-ins, 
home  visits,  psychotherapy  and 
medication  reminders. 

"Unlike  other  traditional  hot- 
lines," said  Shauna  Schwab,  so- 
cial worker  with  the  Friendship 
Line,  "the  initial  contact  with  a 
client  often  comes  from  us.  We 
hear  of  seniors  who  might  benefit 
from  our  services  from  a  number 
of  sources  -  friends,  neighbors, 
family  members,  physicians  -

and  call  them  to  offer  whatever 
assistance  might  be  appropriate. 

"Most  seniors  would  never 
say  'I  feel  suicidal.'  If  they 
voiced  that  feeling  at  all  they 
would  be  more  likely  to  say  'I 
don't  want  to  be  here  anymore.' 
Part  of  our  job  is  to  listen  very 
closely  to  what's  being  said  and 
listen  for  clues  to  deeper  mean- 
ings," said  Schwab. 

The  Friendship  Line  is  mostly 
staffed  by  interns,  although  there 
are  volunteers  on  the  line  as  well. 
It  is  a  one-year  internship  pro- 
gram, and  all  interns  and  volun- 
teers are  required  to  go  through 
group  and  individual  training  be- 
fore serving  on  the  line.  The  pro- 
gram utilizes  about  14  interns  a 
year,  although  this  year  they  are 
having  to  make  do  with  a  smaller 
group. 

"If  we  can  get  someone  to 
open  up,"  added  Arbore,  "we  find 
that  the  overwhelming  reason  for 
their  distress  and  depression  is 
fear  -  fear  of  dying  "badly"  (in  an 
undignified  manner,  alone  in  a 
hospital,  in  pain),  fear  of  demen- 
tia, fear  of  charity  -  again,  this  is 
a  generation  that  does  not  believe 
in  handouts. 

"What  we  try  to  do,"  he  con- 
tinued, "is  offer  a  transfusion  of 
hope.  In  many  cases  we  can't  fix 
what's  wrong  in  their  lives,  but 
hopefully  we  can  offer  alterna- 
tives -  other  people  to  talk  to,  the 
knowledge  that  someone  is  there 


to  listen  to  them,  etc." 

The  Friendship  Line  is  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Goldman 
Institute  on  Aging  which,  among 
other  things,  provides  technical 
and  professional  assistance  to  the 
service. 

However,  the  Friendship  Line 
is  responsible  for  its  own  fund- 
ing. About  30  percent  of  its  an- 
nual budget  ($200,000)  comes 
from  a  San  Francisco  Commis- 
sion on  Aging  grant  that  must  be 
renewed  every  three  years.  The 
rest  of  its  funding  must  be  sought 
from  outside  sources,  including 
private  donations,  psychotherapy 
fees,  grants  and  annual  fundrais- 
ers (a  cable  car  caroling  fundrais- 
er held  at  Christmas  each  year, 
and  a  major  donor  fundraiser 
usually  helfreach  fall). 

"I've  often  encouraged  friends 
at  senior  centers  to  contact  the 
Friendship  Line  when  they're  ex- 
periencing difficulties,"  Isenberg 
said,  "but  the  answer's  always 
the  same,  4I  don't  want  to  talk  to 
strangers  about  my  personal 
problems.'  The  way  I  look  at  it, 
my  physician  is  in  charge  of  my 
physical  well-being,  but  I'm  the 
only  one  responsible  for  my 
emotional  health."

ficiencies  at  MOCD.  The  report 
called  record  keeping  and  data 
collection  at  the  agency  "low  pri- 
orities" and  said  "data  collection 
has  been  limited  to  loan  appli- 
cants' projection  of  job  creation." 

HUD  Says  Federal 
Requirements  Not  Met 

In  May,  HUD  staff  spent  three 
weeks  reviewing  loan  files  at 
MOCD  before  issuing  its  report. 
Steve  Sachs,  director  of  the 
Office  of  Community  Planning 
and  Development  at  HUD,  sent 
the  letter  in  early  June  to  MOCD 
Director  Margine  Sako  advising 
the  City  that  the  loan  program 
was  in  violation  of  federal 
statutes  for 

•  Failing  to  demonstrate  that 
the  loans  it  granted  created  jobs 
for  low-  and  moderate-income 
persons; 

•  Failing  to  secure  agreements 
with  loan  recipients  that  51  per- 
cent of  the  jobs  created  would  go 
to  low-  and  moderate-income 
persons; 

•  Failing  to  substantiate  that  a 
minimum  level  of  public  benefit 
was  obtained  from  the  federal 
loans. 

"For  the  past  several  years, 
HUD  staff  have  provided  techni- 
cal assistance  and  guidance  to  the 
City  to  ensure  that  the  above 
findings  and  concerns  would  be 
avoided,"  Sachs  said.  "We  arc 
discouraged  by  the  outcome  of 
the  monitoring." 

He  also  warned  that  unless 
"reasonable  efforts"  are  made  to 
correct  the  violations,  he  would 
recommend  that  HUD  deny  fu- 
ture funding  for  redevelopment 
projects. 

Feds  Say  Problems  Start 
at  the  Top 

According  to  Sachs,  problems 
at  MOCD  start  at  the  top  -  with 
management.  He  determined 
management  at  the  MOCD  ne- 
glected to  establish  an  effective 
working  relationship  with 
Neighborhood  Economic 
Development  Organizations 
(NEDOs),  which  it  relies  upon  to 
provide  comprehensive  technical 
assistance  to  prospective  loan  ap- 
plicants and  to  gather  informa- 
tion on  job  creation. 

"Our  observations  indicate 
that  the  decision  making,  man- 
agement and  information  gather- 
ing function  for  the  business  loan 
program  are  complexly  decen- 
tralized," Sachs  said  in  the  report. 

The  report  was  also  critical  of 
management  for  failing  to  com- 
municate effectively  with  its 
staff.  Sachs  told  Sako  he  expects 
the  City  to  put  in  place  an  effec- 
tive system  for  managing  and 
monitoring  the  "activities  carried 


out  by  core  MOCD  staff." 

The  Mayor's  Office  of 
Community  Development  is 
comprised  of  a  staff  of  about  40 
that  operates  with  a  $3  million 
annual  budget.  It  is  responsible 
for  doling  out  about  $41  million 
in  federal  funds  each  year. 

Working  under  the  director  at 
MOCD  are  grant  managers,  who 
oversee  contract  development 
and  compliance  monitoring; 
community  planners,  who  identi- 
fy neighborhood  needs;  fiscal 
services  employees,  who  are  re- 
sponsible for  financial  reporting 
and  monitoring  of  loan  recipients 
for  compliance  with  loan  condi- 
tions; and  administrators,  who 
are  responsible  for  office  and 
personnel  functions. 

On  June  19,  MOCD's  director 
Sako,  a  former  legislative  aide  to 
Brown  for  17  years  in 
Sacramento,  resigned.  Sako,  the 
second  director  appointed  by 
Brown  since  he  took  office,  as- 
sumed the  position  vacated  by 
Priscilla  Watts,  a  former  business 
associate  of  Brown,  who  was  re- 
cently appointed  to  a  position  on 
the  SF  Department  of  Telecom- 
munications. 

In  late  June,  Brown  appointed 
an  interim  director,  Pam  David, 
to  run  MOCD.  She  moves  into 
her  new  post  from  the  SF 
Department  of  Human  Services, 
where  she  was  responsible  for 
the  City's  welfare-to-work  pro- 
gram. 

Many  loan  packagers  working 
with  non-profit  groups  in  the  City 
agree  with  the  federal  report  that 
there  has  been  a  lack  of  direction 
from  the  management  at  MOCD. 
They  say  even  simple  paperwork 
tasks,  such  as  the  recording  of 
loan  payments  made  on  outstand- 
ing loans,  is  often  posted  weeks 
after  payments  are  made. 

"I  would  like  to  see  a  new  di- 
rector that  has  good  management 
skills  and  understands  the  com- 
munity," said  Comer  Marshall, 
director  of  Urban  Economic 
Development  Corporation,  a  non- 
profit group  which  receives 
$211,000  a  year  from  MOCD  to 
package  business  loans  in  the 
Fillmore  District 

The  mayor,  as  well  as  officials 
at  MOCD,  refused  to  answer 
questions  concerning  the  HUD 
review  or  efforts  to  implement 
changes  at  the  mayor's  office. 

Staff  at  MOCD 
Scrambles  to  Document 
Job  Creation 

HUD's  arrival  at  MOCD  to  re- 
view loan  files  from  May  6  to 
May  28  set  off  a  firestorm  of  ac- 
tivity by  MOCD  staff  to  paper 
files  with  job-creation  documen- 
tation. 

"I  got  a  phone  call  either  the 
first  or  second  Friday  in  May 


from  MOCD  asking  me  if  1  had 
hired  anyone  (with  federal  loan 
funds),"  said  Willie  Robinson, 
owner  of  a  engineering  consult- 
ing firm  that  received  a  $50,000 
Section  108  loan. 

"Shortly  thereafter,  I  got  a 
phone  call  from  (director  of  the 
Urban  Economic  Development 
Corporation)  Comer  Marshall 
and  then  received  a  form  by  fax 
which  I  filled  out  and  sent  back 
to  MOCD,"  Robinson  said. 

Comer  says  he  supplied  docu- 
mentation on  job  creation  when 
MOCD  asked  for  it,  but  that  he 
was  never  asked  to  do  so  on  a 
regular  basis. 

"We  never  knew  who  (at 
MOCD)  was  responsible  for 
maintaining  information," 
Marshall  said. 

Loan  Program 
Moratorium  Lifted 

On  June  1,  MOCD  lifted  the 
moratorium  on  its  business  loan 
program  and  announced  it  will 
begin  accepting  applications  for 
new  loans.  MOCD  also  an- 
nounced changes  in  the  loan  pro- 
gram which  affect  the  uses  of  the 
loan  funds  and  the  eligibility  of 
loan  recipients. 

"It  looks  like  there  is  some 
flexibility  in  the  program.  I  have 
loans  in  the  pipeline  for  funding 
and  in  one  or  two  months  we  will 
know  whether  the  new  program 
will  work,"  said  Raquel  Medina, 
director  of  Mission  Economic 
Development  Association,  a  non- 
profit loan  fund  packager. 
Medina  has  criticized  MOCD  in 
the  past  for  failing  to  respond  to 
inquiries  for  clarification  of  loan 
program  criteria  and  for  incom- 
plete and  sloppy  record  keeping. 

The  new  program  at  the  may- 
or's office  combines  various  loan 
programs  into  three  components: 
the  Micro-Enterprise  Loan 
Program  (loans  up  to  $10,000); 
Small  Business  Loan  Program 
(loans  up  to  $100,000);  and  the 
Section  108  Loan  Program  (loans 
more  than  $100,000). 

The  most  significant  change  in 
the  City's  new  loan  program  is 
the  shift  of  control  over  the 
largest  pot  of  money,  the  Section 
108  Loan  Program,  from  MOCD 
to  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Economic  Development. 
According  to  the  new  criteria, 
only  those  businesses  that  fit  a 
profile  consistent  with  economic 
development  initiatives  estab- 
lished by  MOED  will  be  eligible 
for  loans. 

MOED  also  has  the  third  seat 
on  an  inter-agency  committee 
(MOED.  MOCD  and  the  San 
Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency)  which  screens  applica- 
tions for  the  Small  Business 
Loan  Program  and  Micro- 
Enterprise  Loan  Program.

The  other  specials  that  day 
were  Roast  Pork  with  Apple 
Sauce  or  Fresh  Pasta  with 
Chicken,  Mushrooms  and  vegeta- 
bles with  Marinara  Sauce,  $6.95 
each,  and  Poached  Salmon  with 
Lemon  Butter,  $8.95. 

Apart  from  the  daily  specials, 
the  dinner  menu  offers  a  large  va- 
riety. Choose  from  four  appetiz- 
ers: Esc  argot  with  garlic  and  herb 
butter,  $4.95;  Grilled  Pawns  with 
Spicy  Cajun-style  Sauce,  $4.95; 
and  Bay  Shrimp  Cocktail  or

The  June  2  mu- 
nicipal election  contained  more 
intrigue,  unsavory  characters  and 
macabre  undertones  than  the  fic- 
tion of  Edgar  Allen  Poe. 

Unlike  Poe's  stories,  which 
typically  foreshadow  doom,  the 
June  election  foretells  positive 
change  for  San  Franciscans.  Not

Citizen  victories  include  the 
sound  defeat  of  Proposition  C, 
which  would  have  eliminated  the 
Charter  requirement  of  maintain- 
ing a  Water  Department  repair 
fund,  the  approval  of  Proposition 
F  to  require  a  working  City  Hall 
rather  than  the  party  palace  envi- 
sioned by  our  mayor,  the  ap- 
proval of  Proposition  H  to  freeze 
ever-escalating  water  and  sewer 
rates,  the  approval  of  Proposition 
I  to  require  neighborhood  notifi- 
cation of  City  projects  and  the 
approval  of  Proposition  K,  a  poli- 
cy declaration  demanding  fiscal 
oversight  and  accountability  of 
the  development  of  Treasure 
Island. 

The  mayor,  a  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  nu- 
merous City  Hall  insiders  and 


front  organiza- 
tions opposed  the 

citizen  initiatives. 
City  Hall  opera- 
tives orchestrated 
a  slick  campaign 
to  defeat  them, 
funded  by  hun- 
dreds of  thou- 
sands of  dollars 
garnered  from  politicos  and  de- 
velopers seeking  favor  with  the 
mayor. 

The  campaign,  replete  with 
misinformation,  propaganda  and 
personal  invective,  illustrates  the 
great  lengths  to  which  this  ad- 
ministration will  go  to  quell  the 
voice  of  the  people.  Prior  to  the 
election,  for  example,  supervi- 
sors and  the  mayor  repeatedly  in- 
sisted that  Proposition  F  would 
result  in  costly  delays  and 
changes  to  City  Hall;  they  even 
enlisted  the  assistance  of  political 
lickspittles  such  as  SPUR  presi- 
dent Jim  Chappell  to  purvey  their 
deceptive  message.  Yet,  the  day 
after  its  approval,  City  officials 
miraculously  found  Prop  F  to  be

percent.  Unless 
something  is  done 
to  preserve  the  es- 
tate, much  of  it  will 
be  eaten  up  by  es- 
tate taxes. 

The  tax  burden 
is  a  new  concern 
that  is  just  begin- 
ning to  be  felt  by 
the  current  generation  of  baby 
boomers  who  not  only  have  to 
plan  for  their  children,  but  for 
their  aging  parents  as  well. 

The  estate  planner's  goal  is  to 
help  you  prosper  while  you  are 
alive,  plan  your  estate  so  that  it  is 
at  the  smallest  possible  taxable 
level  when  you  pass  on  and  de- 
vise a  way  to  distribute  your  as- 
sets to  your  loved  ones  with  a 
minimum  of  legal  problems  and 
expense. 

There  are  a  number  of  ways  to 
transfer  your  property  to  those 
you  love  after  your  death.

3.  If  there  are  estate  taxes  due 
after  death,  what  source  of  funds 
will  be  used  to  pay  them? 

Currently,  the  most  popular 
way  to  reduce  estate  taxes  seems 
to  be  the  material  life  estate  trust 
(also  sometimes  called  a  marital 
trust  or  "A-B"  trust).  This 
method  of  transferring  assets 
works  best  when  you  and  your 
spouse  have  a  combined  estate  of 
more  than  $625,000  and  are  both 
elderly.  This  amount  is  scheduled 
to  increase  annually  up  to  $1  mil- 
lion by  the  year  2006. 

Each  spouse  transfers  essen- 
tially most  or  all  of  his  or  her  as- 
sets into  a  trust,  with  the  surviv- 
ing spouse  receiving  for  the  dura- 
tion of  his  or  her  life,  the  income 
from  the  deceased  spouse's  trust. 

The  final  beneficiaries  of  the 
trust  (often  the  children)  get  the 
principal  when  the  surviving 
spouse  dies.  The  benefit  of  this 
marital  life  estate  trust  is  that  the 
assets  placed  in  the  trust  by  the 
first  spouse  to  die  are  only  sub- 
ject to  an  estate  tax  when  that 
spouse  dies.  They  are  not  includ- 
ed in  the  estate  of  the  surviving 
spouse,  yet  the  surviving  spouse 
has  the  use  of  the  income  from 
the  assets  for  the  duration  of  his 
or  her  life. 

.What  actually  happens  when  a 
marital  trust  is  setup  is  that  it  al- 
lows both  individuals  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  $625,000  tax  ex- 
emption, making  a  total  of  $1.25 
million  of  assets  tax  exempt. 

The  main  drawback  of  the 
marital  trust  is  that  it  restricts  the 
rights  of  the  surviving  spouse  to 
spend  or  consume  the  assets 
placed  in  the  trust.  It  is  not  a 
problem  if  the  surviving  spouse 
has  enough  assets  to  live  on  al- 
ready. 

If  your  estate  is  more  than 
$1.25  million,  there  will  most 
likely  be  estate  taxes  due,  starting 
at  37  percent.  One  simple  tool  to 
plan  for  this  payment  is  to  pur- 
chase life  insurance  and  making 
a  third  party  (usually  a  beneficia- 
ry or  a  trust)  the  owner  of  the 
policy. 

The  proceeds  of  a  life  insur- 
ance policy  are  always  free  of  in- 
come tax.  However,  if  the  insured 
person  is  also  the  owner  of  the 
policy,  the  proceeds  become  part 
of  his  or  her  estate.  That  means  a 
substantial  life  insurance  policy 
can  easily  bring  the  estate  up 
over  the  tax  exempted  $625,000 
limit.  Thus  it  is  important  to  be 
sure  that  the  owner  of  the  policy 
is  someone  other  than  the  in- 
sured. 

As  the  tax  rates  for  estate  tax- 
es are  high,  ranging  from  37  per- 
cent to  55  percent,  I  would  ad- 
vise everyone,  young  or  old,  to 
look  into  estate  planning.  There 
are  many  good  estate  planners 
available  and  they  usually  charge 
between  $900  and  $2,000,  de- 
pending on  the  complexity  of  the 
estate.  This  nominal  fee  can  liter- 
ally save  you  thousands  of  dol- 
lars in  return.

Quiet  revolt  against  smoking  ban

Would  You  Believe?,  said  her 
business  has  suffered  a  sharp  de- 
crease since  the  ban  went  into  ef- 
fect 

"Alcohol  and  smoking  have 
always  gone  together,"  she  said. 

Do  said  most  people  who  light 
up  in  the  bar  go  outside  after  be- 
ing requested  to  do  so.  However, 
there  are  a  few  patrons  who  have 
chosen  to  ignore  her  requests. 

She  said  some  inspectors  have 
come  by,  but  she  has  not  received 
any  fines  or  warnings. 

Do  docs  not  agree  with  the 
law. 

"We  have  to  make  a  living  and 
this  law  makes  it  tough,"  she 
said.  "We're  looking  at  the  busi- 
ness side  of  things  when  consid- 
ering this  law. 

"Bars  are  for  people  to  relax. 
This  law  hurts  the  customers  and 
owners,"  she  said. 

A  bartender  at  Trad'r  Sam; 
who  identified  herself  only  as 
"Carol,"  said  business  has  only 
been  slightly  affected  by  the 
smoking  ban,  but  she  says  the 
new  law  is  poorly  crafted. 

"It  creates  an  annoyance,"  she 
said.  "People  are  constantly  go- 
ing in  and  out  to  smoke." 

Carol  said  she  has  noticed  a 
large  increase  in  the  amount  of 
cigarette  butts  that  litter  the  side- 
walk in  front  of  the  bar,  which 
may  be  the  result  of  patrons  re- 
specting her  request  not  to  smoke 
inside  the  bar. 

"About  90  percent  of  the  peo- 
ple who  light  up  in  the  bar  accept 
it  (the  law)  without  causing  a 
hassle,"  she  said. 

Carol  believes  the  smoking 
ban  is  a  violation  of  people's 
rights.

"This  is  a  bar,  not  a  health 
club." 

Jack  Webb,  owner  of  Ireland's 
32  at  3920  Geary  Blvd.,  said  the 
ban  has  had  a  minimal  effect  on 
his  business. 

"If  all  the  smokers  go  to  the 
more  tolerant  bars  near  mine, 
then  I  lose  their  business,"  he 
said. 

Webb  said  some  people  have 
been  defiant  when  he  showed 
them  the  no  smoking  sign  near 
one  of  the  bar's  television  sets. 

"It's  mostly  been  patrons  from 
another  country  who  don't  know 
the  law  who  light  up  anyway,"  he 
said. 

Litter  outside  of  Webb's  busi- 
ness has  been  another  side  effect 
of  the  ban. 

"We  have  a  can  (outside  for 
people  to  put  their  butts  in),  but 
the  three  trees  in  front  are  always 
littered  with  butts,"  he  said. 

Webb,  who  is  a  survivor  of 
lung  cancer  and  who  installed  a 
$5,000  air  filter  in  his  bar  a  few 
years  ago,  said  he  hates  smoke, 
but  considers  the  law  to  be  weak. 

"They  need  to  put  more  teeth 
into  the  law  so  it  can  be  more  ef- 
fective and  easier  to  enforce,"  he 
said.  "With  the  current  law  all  we 


can  do  is  advise  people  not  to 
smoke." 

Webb  said  he  has  received 
two  written  complaints  from 
health  inspectors  that  were  filed 
by  unknown  patrons.  However, 
he  has  yet  to  be  issued  a  fine  for 
patrons  that  light  up. 

Carl,  a  bartender  at  the  Geary 
Boulevard  pub  The  Hearth,  said 
the  smoking  ban  has  not  affected 
business  because  many  patrons 
now  smoke  despite  the  ban. 

Carl  said  many  patrons  who 
light  up  inside  the  bar  choose  to 
ignore  the  law,  despite  his  re- 
quest fqr  them  .not  to  smoke. 

"It  makes  the  sidewalks  clean- 
er," he  said.  "There  aren't  butts 
out  there  like  there  used  to  be." 

He  said  the  ban  makes  him 
have  to  act  like  a  cop. 

"It's  a  nuisance  to  have  to  be 
constantly  checking  up  on  cus- 
tomers," he  said.  "The  law  is 
kind  of  like  Prohibition  all  over 
again." 

Carl  said  inspectors  sometime 
come  by  the  bar,  but  no  fines  or 
warnings  have  been  issued  yet 

"Since  we've  been  holding  up 
our  end  by  telling  customers 
about  the  law  we  haven't  ran  into 
trouble,"  he  said.  "It's  all  we  can 
do."

plans. 

If  the  June  2  election  had  a 
theme,  it's  this:  San  Francisco 
voters  are  too  savvy  to  be  hood- 
winked by  spurious  arguments 
against  measures  that  ultimately 
benefit  them.  We  weren't  fooled 
by  Board  of  Supervisors 
President  Barbara  Kaufman's  fal- 
lacious arguments  in  favor  of 
Proposition  C,  which  voters  had 
previously  rejected  and  will  re- 
ject again  until  the  Charter 
Amendment  is  written  so  that  it 
doesn't  increase  our  water  bills. 

We  weren't  fooled  by  the  ludi- 
crous and  mean-spirited  threats 
and  accusations  by  Treasure 
Island  Director  Annemarie 
Conroy.  In  her  wild  attempt  to  re- 
tain her  $108,000  a  year  job  by
